S a d O ccident on (he Providence R a il R o a d .— A 
sad accident occurred, about 1 o’clock on Wednesday, 
on tho Providence Rail Roud, in consequence of the 
Dedham and Providence car* coining into collision with 
e a ch other, near W ise’s Motel, in Roxbury# T he Ded­ 
ham train started at the usual hour, and were proceed­ 
ing slowly to their place of destination, and had arrived 
in the notch near the Tremont Hotel, Roxbury, when 
the Providence cars cauie in contact with them, at full 
sperd, 
Tho collision was dreadful. 
A large number 
«if [J. S. seamen, destined for the ship Boston, were in 
the forward cars ofthe Providencetrain— nine o f whom, 
together with an officer and midshipman, were very 
badly injured; some had their legs broken, and others 
severely brui 
d. 
T he fireman was also much injured. 
YVe understand that two men had tluur heads fractur­ 
ed, and it is thought severely injured.— T hey were 
taken upon litters to the neighboring houses, where 
medical aid was immediately called. 
All the passen­ 
gers were conveyed in carriages to the city from the 
place where the accident occurred. 
Tho two front cars 
were nearly shuttered to pieces, nnd the engine much 
damaged. 
It >* believed that this sad accident was 
caused solely from carelessness, and want of judgment.

therefore declined halting at the usual stopping place, 


to allow that train to pass him. 
On tho other hand tho 


man station« d in the car-house between the Depot and 


Roxhurv, although he mu>t have h eard the Providence 


train coming, failed to apprize the Dedham train of its 


approach, and induce it to halt. Both trains, therefore, 


pressed towards each other, under full s te a m , being hid 


from each other by a curve in the road, till they ap­ 


proached within the distance of a few rods.
